ECIA Chapter 1 which are submitted annually by State Education 
Agencies (SEAs) . These reports provide information on LocaJ 
Education Agency (LEA) and State Agency Neglected or Delinquent 

education programs fSnded through ^ 
Chapter 1. The reports detail the number of educationally 
disadvantaged students served, the demographic composition of 
those students, staffing patterns, the types of services 
received, and the achievement rates in basic skills areas.

The number of public school students 
receiving Chapter 1 services in 1987-88 
increased in mathematics, other 
instructional, and transportation, decreased 
in reading, other language arts, attendance, 
and health and nutrition. The number of 
public Chapter 1 students receiving other 
supporting services remained virtually 
unchanged. The number of Chapter i students 
receiving services in nonpxiblic schools 
decreased in reading, other language arts, 
health and nutrition, and other supporting 
services, and increased in mathematics, other 
instructional services, attendance, and 
transportation. 

Instructional services for neglected or 
delinquent students generally decreased and 
supporting services for neglected or 
delinquent students generally increased from 
1986-87 to 1987-88. 

Approximately one-half of the staff funded by 
Chapter 1 in 1987-88 were teachers. Teacher 
aides made up 39 percent of the staff funded 
by Chapter i. By s\:ate, the percentage of 
staff who were teachers varied from 12 to 84 
percent, and the percentage of staff who were 
teacher aides varied from 10 to 82 percent. 
Teachers and teacher aides comprised 85 
percent of the total staff funded by 
Chapter 1 dollars. (Chart 5)

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The number of total staff increased 2 percent 
from 1986-87 to 1987-88, with slight 
increases in all categories except curriculum 
specialists, which experienced a decrease. 

In 1987-88, 43 percent of Chapter l 
participants were white, 28 percent were 
black, 25 percent were Hispanic, 3 percent 
were Asian or Pacific Islander, and 2 percent 
were American Indian or Alaskan Native.

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\CHIEVEMENT INFORMATION FOR CHAPTER 1 LEA PROGRAMS 

o Forty-six states, the District of Columbia, 
Puerto Rico, and the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
reported achievement data in 1987-88 using 
the standard format formerly required under 
ESEA Title I. Forty-one states and the 
District of Columbia reported scores from an 
annual test cycle. 

o For Chapter 1 students tested in reading on 
an annual cycle, increases from pretest to 
posttest percentiles were found in every 
grade except grade 12, where pre- and 
posttest percentiles remained the same. 
(Chzirt 7) 
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For Chapter l studants tested in aathenatics 
on an annual cycle, increaeee from pretest to 
posttest percentiles were found in every 
grade except grade 12, where scores 
decreased. (Chart 8)

INFORMATION ON STATE AGENCY NEGLECTED OR DELINQUENT 
PROGRAMS FOR 1987-88 

o Sixty percent of the state agency N or D 

participants were classified as delinquent, 
and 37 percent were classified as adult 
correctional. Participants in programs for 
the neglected comprised 4 percent of the 
individuals served. (Chart 9)

NOTES 

In examining the national participation figures in this 
report, three factors should be noted. First, 1987-88 was the 
third year following the Aauilar v. Felton decision. In 1985-86, 
there was a 31 percent decrease from 1984-85 in nonpublic 
participation in LEA programs. In 1987-88, the number of 
nonpublic participants continued to increase but the level was 
still 42,000 less than the total prior to Aauilar v. Felton . 

The second factor to be considered is closely related to the 
first. In preparation for the 1986-87 report, it was found that 
Puerto Rico had not included nonpublic participants in schools 
with religious affiliation in the total nonpublic participation 
counts. In 1986-87 and 1987-88, Puerto Rico's total nonpublic 
participation in school with religious affiliation were added to 
the national totals, but in 1986-87 information on the breakdowns 
by gender, year of birth, race/ ethnicity, grade, and service area 
could not be provided, in 1987-88, breakdowns for these students 
were provided by gender and race/ethnicity only. 

Finally, to the extent that states revised their figures for 
1986-87, the numbers found in this report will not correspond to 
those found in previous documents displaying state Performance 
Report information. 
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INTRODUCTION 



Chapter l of the Education Coneolldation and In , movement Act 
(ECIA) of 1981, formerly ESEA Title I, was designed to provide 
financial assistance to local education agencies to meet the 
special needs of educationally deprived children. In 1987-88, 
the program continued to be the largest progrzun of federal 
education aid to elementary and secondary school students. 

Evaluation requirements have been part of the law from its 
beginning, but states were not required to report to the federal 
government in a uniform way until 1979. Beginning with the 1979- 
80 school year, each state education agency (SEA) compiled 
reports from each of its school districts, or an approved 
representative sample of its districts, and submitted a state 
report to the U.S. Department of Education.^ 

This report summarizes the 1987-88 State Performance Reports 
for ECIA Chapter i.* These performance reports provide 
information on local education agency (LEA) compensatory 
education programs and state agency compensatory education 
programs for neglected or delinquent children. For LEA programs, 
information is reported on the number of participants (by gender, 
year of birth, ethnicity, and grade by public/nonpublic 
designation) , the types of services provided (by public/nonpublic 
designation), the number of staff, and achievement. For state 
agency neglected or delinquent programs, infor^aation is collected 
on the number of participants (by ethnicity, gender, age group, 
and institutional designation) and the type of services provided 
(by institutional designation). 

The SEAS are required to submit participation information to 
the U.S. Department of Education in a standard format. Although 
achievement information may be reported in any format desired by 



If a state sampled its school districts for reporting 
participation and staffing information, the inclusion or 
exclusion of districts in any reporting year may account for 
fluctuations in the figures from year to year. In 1987-88, no

In 1986-87, only one state, Arizona, 
reported participation and staffing information based on a sampl4

the SEA, many SEAs continue to use the standard format that was 
required under ESEA Title I. 

In addition to providing summaries for the 1987-88 school 
year, this report presents information for LEA programs on 
changes from 1986-87 to 1987-88 for all data items, and on trends 
for selected data items covering the nine-year peiiod 1979-80 
through 1987-88. 

Two noteworthy factors affect the national figures presented 
in this report. First, the 1987-88 school year was the third 
year following the Acfuilar v. Feiton decision. Nonpublic 
participation increased in 1986-87 and 1987-88, but the level is 
still well below the levels of nonpublic participation seen prior 
to Aouilar v. Feiton . 

Second, prior to the 1986-87 school year, Puerto Rico's 
nonpublic participation counts did not include nonpublic 
participants in religiously affiliated schools. The total 
nonpublic participation counts for 1986-87 and 1987-88 have been 
updated to reflect actual participation in both religiously and 
non-religiously affiliated schools;* however, counts by the 
various breakdowns (gender, year of birth, race/ ethnicity, grade, 
and servicfi area) generally could not be provided for either 
year , * 

This report is organized into four chapters and six 
appendices. The first chapter presents participation information 
on LEA programs for 1987-88, a comparison of these data with the 
data for 1986-87, and trend information starting with the 1979-80 
school year, chapter 2 provides achievement data for LEA 
programs in 1987-88 as well as trends in achievement since 1979- 
80. Chapter 3 presents funding information for the Chapter 1 LEA 
programs, and chapter 4 provides participation information for 
state agency neglected or delinquent programs for 1987-88. 



The actual number of nonpublic participants in Puerto Rico 
in 1986-87 was 10,013, including 2,997 participants in non- 
religious schools and 7,016 participants in religious schools. 
The actual number of nonpublic participants in 1987-88 was 
16,528, including 9,735 participants in non-religious schools and 
6,793 participants in religious schools. 

^The counts by gender and race/ethnicity were provided for 
1987-88. 
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The methodology used to prepare this report is described in 
Appendix A. Other appendices include: participation counts by 
grade (Appendix B) ; state-by-state listings of selected

students as participating in Chapter i, (Table 1.2 and 
Figure l.i) 

In contrast, only 4 percent of public school students 
enrolled in grades 9 through 12 participated in Chapter 1 during 
1987-88. Public secondary participation ranged from less than i 
percent in Iowa, Louisiana, Maryland, Missouri, Ohio, Virginia, 
and West Virginia, to 11 percent in Puerto Rico. Thirty-six 
states and the District of Columbia served between 1 and 5 
percent of their public secondary students in Chapter l programs 
m 1987-88. (Table 1.3 and Figure 1.2) 

Changes from 1986'-87 to 1987-88 

The number of public school participants increased by 
213,269, or 5 percent, from 1986-87 to 1987-88. The number of 

° school participants increased by 4,592 students between 
1986-87 and 1987-88, an increase of 3 percent. (Table l.l) 

There were increases (of 1 percent or greater) in public 
school participation in 35 states, the District of Columbia, and 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs between 1986-87 and 1987-88. These 
increases varied in size from 1 percent in Colorado, the 
District of Columbia, Florida, and Illinois, to 17 percent in 
New Hampshire. Eleven states and Puerto Rico had decreases in 
public school participation between 1986-87 and 1987-88 The 
decreases ranged from 1 percent in Delaware, Tennessee, Virginia, 
and Wisconsin, to 9 percent in Montana and Wyoming. Four states 

Nebraska, and North Carolina, maintained 
Rsf *Table 1 ""'^ levels of participation from 1986-87 to 1987- 

Nonpublic Chapter 1 participation increased (by l percent or 
greater) in 21 states, the District of Columbia, and Puerto Rico. 
The increases ranged from 3 percent in Kansas to 673 percent in 
Alabama. Decreases were found in 27 states. The range of 
decreases varied from 1 percent in Maine to 64 percent in Utah. 
Changes of less than i percent in the number of participants were 
reported in Gerrgia and Wisconsin. (The Bureau of Indian Affairs 
reported no nonpublic participants.) (Table 1.5) 

Substantial year-to-year changes in nonpublic participation 
were reported in some states. Reasons given for reported 
increases include continued participation increases in the third 
year following Aqui^ar v. Fgltpn and popular innovations in the 
Chapter 1 programs that have attracted more students. 
Explanations provided by states for reported decreases in the 
number of nonpublic students include serving nonpublic students 
during the summer at the public school in the students' district 
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thereby classifying the students as public Chapter 1 students, 
nonpublic school closings, and generally fewer students being 
educated in a nonpublic environment. 

Nine-Year Trends 

Chapter 1 student participation patterns vary by public and 
nonpublic status over the nine-year period 1979-80 to 1987-88. 
Participation by public school students decreased from 1979-80 
through 1982-83, increased from 1983-84 to 1985-86, remained 
virtually unchanged in 1986-87 and continued to increase in 1987- 
88. (Table 1.1) 

Nonpublic participation increased by 13 percent in 1980-81, 
followed by a large decrease in 1981-82. No distinct 
participation pattern is evident in the succeeding years until 
1985-86 when, following the Aauilar v. Felt-^p decision, a 
dramatic decrease in nonpaolic participation was reported. 
Participation has increased steadily since 1985-86. (Table l.l) 



Grade Level Participation 

Both public and nonpublic participation in Chapter 1 
continues to be concentrated in the elementary grades.

Nonpublic school Chapter 1 participation in 1987-88 showed 
similar percentages of students in the elementary grades. Forty- 
one percent of nonpublic participants were in grades 1 through 3.

6. Fourteen percent of the nonpublic participants were in grades 
7 through 9,3 percent were in pre-kindergarten and kindergarten, 
and 2 percent were in grades 10 through 12. (Table 1.6 and 
Figure 1.3)

Public participation increased in all grade spans and 
decreased in the ungraded category between 1986-87 and IS 7-88. 
The increases ranged from 1 percent in grades 7 through 9 to 9 
percent in pre-kindergarten and kindergarten. The public 
participation of those reported as ungraded was 72 percent lower 
in 1987-88 than in 1986-87. This decrease was due p, .marily to 
Connecticut, which reported significantly lower numbers of public 
ungraded participants between 1986-87 and 1987-88.® 

Between 1986-87 and 1987-88, nonpublic participation 
increased in pre-kind<*rgarten and kindergarten and the elementary 
grades and decreased in the junior high and high school grades. 
The largest increase (lo percent) was found in grades 4 through 
6, followed by an increase of 8 percent in grades 1-3 and an 
increase of 5 percent in pre-kindergarten and kindergarten. The 
largest decrease (41 percent) was found in grades lo through. 12, 
while nonpublic participation decreased 10 percent in grades 7 
through 9. Nonpublic ungraded participation increased from 1986- 
87, but still remained less than 1 percent of all nonpublic 
participation.' 



In 1987-88, Michigan reported 1,429 ungraded public 
participants— 1 percent of the state's total public 
participation, and Rhode Island reported 161 ungraded public 
participants— 1 percent of the state's total public 
participation. Two other states, Connecticut and Louisiana, also 
reported ungraded participants in 1987-88. six states, 
Connecticut, Colorado, Michigan, Mississippi, Rhode Island, and 
Vermont, reported ungraded public participants in 1986-87.

CHAPTER 1 SERVICE PATTERNS 



Instructional Services 

During 1987-88, nearly three-quarters of chapter l 
participants received instruction in reading (71 
percent, or about 3.5 million students), and almost 
one-half received instruction in mathematics (44 
percent, or nearly 2.2 million students). Eighteen 
percent each received other language arts and other 
instructional services. While there was an increase in 
overall participation, fewer students received reading, 
other language arts, and mathematics services in 1987- 
88 than in 1986-87. 

Patterns in 1987-88 

xn 1987-88, the majority of students received Chapter l 
instruction in reading. Seventy-one percent of all participants 
received reading instruction, a total of about 3.5 million 
students. The second largest area of Chapter i instruction was 
mathematics, where close to 2.2 million students, 44 percent of 
*zi P*fticipants, received instruction. Other language arts and 
other instructional services were received by 18 percent of the 
Chapter 1 participants, other instructional services include 
such services as early childhood, preschool, kindergarten,

English proficient students. (Table 1.7 and Figure 1.4) 

Changes fr om 19B6~87 to I9a7-py 

Participation by subject area remained fairly constant 
across school years 1986-87 and 1987-88. For example.

instruction in both years. (Table 1.7) 

From 1986-87 to 1987-88, decreases occurred in all 
instructional services except those designated as "other 
instructional" services. The largest decrease, 2 percent, 
occurred in reading instruction. This decrease was due, in large 

2 ^^"^ York and New Jersey, which reported 95,844 and 
14,672 fewer participants receiving reading, respectively. The 
increase of 19 percent in other instructional services was due 
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primarily to New York, which reported almost 140,000 more 
students served in 1987-88 than in 1986-87 in this service area.® 

Nine-Year Trends 

During the nine-year period 1979-80 through 1987-88, the 
area of other instructional services shows the most variation in 
Chapter 1 participation. In 1979-80, 16 percent of Chapter i 
participants received other instructional services. This 
decreased to 5 percent the next year, then increased to 18 
percent in 1981-82, and dropped again to 9 percent in 1982-83. 
Over the last four years (1984-85 through 1987-88), however, the 
proportion has slowly but steadily increased. The increase 
beginning in 1984-85 was partially due to the elimination of 
three reporting categories from the form." (Table 1.8) 

The proportion of Chapter 1 students receiving reading, 
other language arts, and mathematics has fluctuated minimally 
over the nine-year period. The proportion of students receiving 
reading services fluctuated between a high of 77 perceiit in 1979- 
80 to a low of 71 percent in 1981-82 and 1987-88. Other language 
arts participation shifted between 13 and 20 percent since 1979- 
80. Finally, the proportion of Chapter 1 students receiving 
mathematics services decreased slightly from 1979-80 to 1980-81, 
then rose steadily from 40 to 47 percent by 1986-87, dropoincr to 
44 percent in 1987-88. 



New York's decrease in the number receiving reading and 
increase in the number receiving other instructional services was 
explained as a programmatic shift in focus from a strictly 
reading program to a program encompassing reading along with 
other components. 

®Year-to-year changes in the other instructional services 
category can also be explained, in part, by the rather large 
fluctuations in the numbers reported by California. 



Supporting Services 



Fewer participants received supporting services than 
received instructional ser-vices in 1987-88. The number 
of Chapter 1 students receiving supporting services 
declined in every category except transportation from 
1986-87 to 1987-88. 

Patterns in 1987-88 

The largest area in which supporting services were provided 
was in attendance, social work, and guidance, where over 780,000 
participants, 16 percent of the total, received services. The 
next largest service area was health and nutrition, where 8 
percent of participants received this service. The smallest 
service areas were transportation, 4 percent, and other 
supporting services, 6 percent, other supporting services 
include such services as supplemental eye screening, speech 
^m®J?^^,' library, field trips, clothing, and medical care. 
(Table 1.7 and Figure 1.4)

Changes from 1986-87 to 1987-88 

In all areas of supporting services except transportation, 
decreases occurred in the number of Chapter 1 students receiving 
services between 1986-87 and 1987-88. Decreases ranged from 32 
percent in health and nutrition (due primarily to a reported 
decline in California of about 202,000 participants); 7 percent 
in attendance, social work, and guidance; and 5 percent in other 
supporting services. The only supporting service area to show an 
increase was transportation (11 percent). (Table 1.7) 

Nine-Year Trends 

Supporting services participation has varied by category 
over the last nine years, with no particular trend predominating 
across all categories. The tendency, however, has been for the 
proportion of Chapter 1 students receiving these services to 
remain fairly constant over time. The proportions receiving 
attendance, social work, and guidance services fluctuated between 
15 and 21 percent with no apparent pattern. The proportion of 

SSK^^IiJ y supporting servicas showed a 

brief surge in 1980-81 and 1981-82, but in recent years the 
proportions have remained constant at 5 to 7 percent. Receipt of 
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transportation services has remained virtually constant over the 
nine-year period, not fluctuating from a 4 percent participation 
rate since 1983-84. 

One supporting service— health and nutrition— showed a sharp 
decline in service provision since 1979-80. The proportion of 
Chapter 1 students receiving health and nutrition services 
dropped sharply in the first four years of the nine-year period, 
and continued to decline in the remaining years, with an overall 
drop from 25 to 8 percent of participants receiving this service. 
(Table 1.8) 



Services for Public and Nonpublic Students 

While the numbers of public school students receiving 
Chapter 1 services in 1987-88 declined modestly in 
several areas and more notably in only one area (health 
and nutrition) , the numbers of nonpublic Chapter 1 
students receiving services declined sharply in several 
areas . 

In 1987-88, 3.3 million public school students received 
Chapter 1 reading instruction. This represents 69 percent of all 
public school Chapter 1 participants. Forty-three percent of 
public school participants, over 2 million, received Chapter l 
mathematics instruction. Seventeen percent each received other 
language arts and other instructional services. (Table 1.9) 

Of the supporting services provided through Chapter 1, 16 
srcent of the public schojl participants received attendance, 
L>ocial work, and guidance services, and 9 percent received health 
and nutrition services. Other supporting services were received 
by 6 percent of public school Chapter 1 participants, while 4 
percent received transportation services. (Table 1.9) 

In four categories of instructional and supporting services, 
there was a decrease in the number of public school Chapter .1 
students served from 1986-87 to 1987-88. The largest decrease 
(31 percent) was in health and nutrition services." Three 
categories showed an increase in the number of students served. 
The largest increase was 26 percent in other instructional

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Services for Neglected or Delinquent Students 

During x987-88, nearly three-quarters of Chapter 1 
local neglected or delinquent (N or D) students 
received instruction in reading (72 percent or about 
95,000 students), two-thirds received instruction in 
mathematics (67 percent or almost 90,000 students), and 
over one-half received instruction in other language 
azrts (51 percent or about 67,000 students). Less than 
5 percent of Chapter 1 students received supporting 
services. Overall, fewer students received reading, 
mathematics, and other instructional services in 1987- 
88 than in 1986"87. 

Patterns In 1987-88 

Almost 75 percent of neglected or delinquent (N or D) 
students received Chapter 1 instruction in reading in 1987-88. 
Over two-thirds received Chapter 1 instruction in mathematics. 
Chapter 1 instruction in other language was received by over one- 
half of the students while the proportion of students receiving 
other instructional services was 14 percent. (TeOsle 1.11) 

In contrast to instructional services, a small percentage of 
Chapter 1 students received supporting services. The largest 
group was in attendance, social work, and guidance, where 5 
percent of the students were served. Three percent received 
other supporting services, 1 percent received health and 
nutrition services, and less than 1 percent received 
transportation services . 

Changes from 1986-87 to 1987-88" 

Instructional services for neglected or delinquent students 
decreased significantly in 1987-88, due, in great part, to 
decreases in California. The number of local N or D students in 
California who received reading instruction decreased by 31,030; 
the number who received mathematics instruction decreased by 
19,273; and the number who received other instructional services 
decreased by 48,462. 



The percent of local N or D participants receiving each 
service is not included for 1986-87 because complete figures on 
the total number of local N or D participants were not available 
in all states. 
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Fewer N or D students received other supporting services in 
1987-88 than in the preceding year, while more students received 
attendance, social work, and guidance, health and nutrition, and 
transportation services.

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CHAPTER 1 STAPPIMG PATTERNS 



Staffing Composition 

Approximately one-half of the staff funded by Chapter 1 
in 1987-88 were teachers. Teachers and teacher aides 
constituted 85 percent of the total staff funded by 
Chapter 1 dollars. 

In 1987-88, there were 143,616 full-time equivalent (FTE) 
staff reported by the 50 states, the District of Columbia, 
Puerto Rico, and the Bureau of Indian Affairs. The largest staff 
category funded by Chapter 1 in 1987-88 was that of teachers, who 
represented 46 percent of the total Chapter 1 FTE staff. They 
were followed closely by teacher aides with 39 percent of the 
total Chapter 1 FTE staff. Together, these two staff categories 
constituted 85 percent of the total Chapter 1 FTE staff. Each of 
the remaining staff categories, administrative, curriculum 
specialists, supporting, clerical, and other made up no more than 
4 percent of the total. (Table 1.12 and Figure 1.6) 

By state, the percentage of total Chapter 1 FTE staff 
reported as teachers veried from a low of 12 percent in Utah to a 
high of 84 percent in Iowa. The percentage of staff reported as 
teacher aides varied from 10 percent in Rhode Island to 82

Over the nine-year period from 1979-80 through 1987-88, 
there has been an overall decline in the number of total FTE 
staff. For only three years did the numbers increase, 1983-84 
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1984-85, and 1987-88. Participation counts increased during 
these same years.

The percentage of total Chapter 1 PTE staff composed of 
teachers increased between 1979-80 and 1982-83, but has remained 
steady at approximately 46 percent of the total since 1982-83.

NUMBER OF STATES REPORTING

achievement data in 1987-88 using the standard format 
required under ESEA Title I.^*

number tested, posttest scores, normal curve equivalent (NCE) 
scores, and NCE gain scores.

There were 1,045,104 Chapter 1 students tested in reading on 
an annual cycle, and 630,592 chapter 1 students tested in 
mathematics on an annual cycle. (Table 2.1) 

Compared to the number of elementary students tested, a 
relatively small number of Chapter 1 secondary students were 
tested. For both reading and mathematics, over 75 percent of 
Chapter 1 students tested were in grades 2 through 6, while over 
90 percent were in grades 2 through 8. Less than 10 percent of 
the Chapter 1 students tested were in grades 9 through 12. 



ACIIEVEMENT .RESULTS IN READING, 1987-'88 

For Chapter l students tested in reading, posttest 
scores increased at every grade level except grade 12, 
where pre- and posttest percentiles remained the same. 

Pretest to posttest percentile increases in reading for 
1987-88 ranged from 2 to 5, with the highest increases for 
Chapter 1 students in grades 2 through 8 (gains of 4 or 5 in each 
grade) . 

Pretest percentiles ranged from 19 in grade 9 to 23 in 
grade 2. Posttest percentiles ranged from 21 in grade 12 to 27 
in grades 2, 4, and 6. (Table 2.1) 



ACHIEVEMENT jRESULTS IN MATHEMATICS, 1987-88 

For Chapter 1 students tested in mathematics, posttest 
scores increased for students at every grade level 
except grade 12, where scores decreased. 

In mathematics for 19^7-88, pretest to posttest percentile 
increases ranged from 3 in grade 11 to 11 in grade 2. The 
largest increases (from 7 to 11 percentiles) occurred in grades 2 
through 6. Students in grade 12 decreased one percentile rank. 
Pretest percentiles ranged from 23 in grade 9 to 32 in grade 12, 
while posttest percentiles ranged from 27 in grade to 38 in 
grade 2. (Table 2.2) 
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TRENDS IN ACHIEVEMENT FROM 1979-80 TO 1987-88 



Across nearly all grades, both reading and mathematics 
achievement results for Chapter 1 students on an annual 
cycle show gains in percentile ranks from 1979-80 to 
1987-88. 

Over the nine-year period from 1979-80 to 1987-88, the size 
of the changes in percentile ranks from the pretest to the 
posttest have remained about the same for Chapter 1 students 
tested in reading on an annual cycle. In most cases, the chanqes 
have been positive. 

In mathematics, positive changes have been reported (with 
only two exceptions) , and moreover, the size of the gains in 
percentile ranks has generally increased over the nine-year 
period. (Tables 2.3 and 2.4. See also Figures 2.1 through 2.11 
for a graphic depiction of the changes in percentile ranks for 
each year for both reading and mathematics in each of grades 2

ALLOCATION AND COST INFORMATION FOR 
CHAPTER 1 I£A PROGRAMS 



This chapter presents national and state-by-state 
information on the 1987-88 funding for Chapter 1 LEA programs for 
the 50 states, the District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, and the 
Bureau of Indian Ai fairs. Information on both total allocations 
and per-participan': Chapter l funding is presented. 



CHAPTER 1 ALLOCATIONS 

Chapter 1 funding for 1987-88 was approximately $3.4 
billion, a 13 percent increase from the 1986-87 
allocations. 

Chapter 1 allocations to the 50 states, the District of 
Columbia, Puerto Rico, and the Bureau of Indian Affairs for 1937- 

JL^?aSi''o,^P?r''^f?^''^^ !^:* billion, a 13 percent increase from 
the 1986-87 allocations of just over $3.0 billion." 

i,,.^^*?® Chapter 1 allocations for 1987-88 ranged from $4.3 
million in Wyoming to $360 million in New York. All states 
received an increased allocation from 1986-87 to 1987-88, rangina 
from 2 percent in Oklahoma and Puerto Rico to 21 percent in 
Vermont. (Table 3.1) 

Nine states and Puerto Rico received grants of over $loo 
million, and 8 states received grants of under $10 million.

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CHAPTER 1 ALIiOCATIONS PER PARTICIPANT 



The Chapter 1 allocations per participant for LEA 
programs was $696 in 19P7-88, an 8 percent increase 
from the previous yearns figure of $645 per 
participant. 

In 3.987-88, for the nation as a whole, Chapter 1 allocations 
per participant equalled $696. In individual states, allocations 
per participant ranged from a low of $380 in California, to a 
high of $1,478 per participant in the Bureau of Indian Affairs. 
Only six states and Puerto Rico had Chapter 1 alloc tions per 
participant of less than $600. Six states and the bureau of 
Indian Affairs had Chapter 1 allocations per participant of 
$1,000 or more.^^ (Table 3.2) 

Overall, there was an 8 percent increase in Chapter 1 
allocations per participant from 1986-87 to 1987-88. 
Individually the differences ranged from a 5 percent decrease in 
Nevada to a 24 percent increase in Maine. Four states 
experienced decreases between 1986-87 and 1987-88. Forty-five 
states, the District of Columbia, and Puerto Rico had increases 
between 1986-87 and 1987-88. Chapter 1 allocations per 
participant in Rhode Island and the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
remained \irtually unchanged. (Table 3.2)

The Chapter 1 allocations per participant figures were 
computed in the following way: the allocation to the state for a 
given year was divided by the number of chapter 1 participants 
the state reported during that year. The allocation information 
was obtained from the ED Budget Office. This calculation does 
not take into account funds that may have been held over from the 
previous year.

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CHAPTER 4 



INFORMATION ON STATE AGENCY NEGLECTED OR 
OELINQnENT PROGRAMS FOR 1987-88 

This chapter provides an overview of Chapter 1 state agency 
neglected or delinquent (N or D) programs for 1987-88. The 
information that is provided is similar to that found earlier for 
Chapter 1 LEA grants. Participation counts are detailed by 
institutional designation (neglected, delinquent, and adult 
correctional) , age span, service area, gender, and 
race/ethnicity. The chapter concludes with a discussion of the 
state allocations for this program. 

Because these participants were housed in state 
institutions, the Chapter 1 programs through which they were 
served were often not administered by the State Department of 
Education. The Chapter 1 state agency N or D programs could be 
administered, for example, through the State Department of 
Corrections or the State Bureau of Prisons. 

All of the states, the District of Columbia, and Puerto Rico 
reported individuals receiving services through State Agency N or 
D programs. The Bureau of Indian Affairs reported no 
participants in these programs. 

PARTICIPATION BY INSTITUTIONAL DESIGNATION 

Sixty percent of the state agency N or D participants 
were classified as delinquent, and 37 percent were 
classified as adult correctional. 

The total number of participants in Chapter 1 state agency N 
or D programs in 1987-88 was 52,370. sixty percent of these 
participants were classified as delinquent, 37 percent were 
classified as adult correctional, and 4 percent were classified 
as neglected." (Table 4.1) The total number of participants in 
1987-88 represented an 7 percent decrease over the number of 
participants in 1986-87; however, the distribution by 
institutional designation remained about the same.^^

"There were 56,236 participants in Chapter 1 state agency N 
or p programs in 1986-87. Sixty-two percent were classified as 
delinquent, 32 percent were classified as adult correctional, and 
6 percent were classified as neglected. 
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PARTICIPATION BY AGE SPAN 

Fifty-seven percent of the state agency N or D 
participants were 17 through 21 years old. 

The largest age group, 57 percent of the participants in 
Chapter 1 state agency N or D programs in 1987-88, were those 
participants who were 17 through 21 years old. Thirty-eight 
percent were 14 through 16 years old, and 5 percent were 13 years 
or younger. (Table 4.1) 

Among participants in the 0 through 9 age span, virtu .illy 
all were classified as neglected or delinquent. In the 10 
through 13 age span, 79 percent were classified as delinquent and 
19 percent were classified as neglected. Over 90 percent of the 
participants in the 14 through 16 year old age span were 
classified as delinquent. The final age span, 17 through 21 
years old, consisted of 37 percent delinquent and 62 percent 
adult correctional. (Table 4.1) 



PARTICIPATION BY SERVICE AREA 

Seventy-one percent of the state agency N or D 
participants received reading instruction and 68 
percent received mathematics instruction. 

Most of the participants in Chapter 1 state agency N or D 
programs in 1987-88 received reading instruction (71 percent) . 
Those receiving mathematics instruction totaled 68 percent of all 
participants. The overall distributions of instructional 
services was fairly comparable to the individual distributions by 
type of institutional designation. For example, over 25 percent 
of the participants, ov?,rall and by institutional designation, 
received other language arts instruction. For mathematics 
instruction, a larger proportion of delinquent participants (74 
percent) received mathematics instruction than neglected 
participants (68 percent) , adult correctional participants (58 
percent), or overall. (Table 4.2) 

While the distribution of instructional services remained 
fairly constant regardless of the institutional designation, 
there were differences in the distribution of support services. 
Few neglected participants received any support services. There 
were delinquent participants in each category of support 
services, although the percentages were low. only among adult 
correctional participants was there a large percentage receiving 
support services. Twenty-four percent of the adult correctional 
participants received attendance, social work, and guidance 
services. (Table 4.2) 
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A« with Chapter 1 LEA program*, aona states did not provide 
suppoi-ting sarvioas, whila all stataa provided inatruotional 

services. Thirty-four states did not provide supporting services 
to state agency N or D participants. 

PARTICIPATION BY GENDER 

Eighty-eight percent of the state agency N or D 
participants were male and 12 percent were female. 

There were 52,233 participants reported by gender in 
Chapter 1 state agency N or D programs in 1987-88. Eighty-eight 
percent were male, and 12 percent were female." 

• 

PARTICIPATION BY RACIAL/ETHNIC CLASSIPICATION 

Forty-five percent of the state agency N or D 
participants were black. 

There were 51,871 participants reported by racial/ethnic 
classification. Forty-five percent were black and 37 percent 
were white. Sixteen percent were Hispanic, and 2 percent were 
American Indian or Alaskan Native, and Asian or Pacific 
Islander. (Table 4.3) 

CHAPTER 1 STATE AGENCY N OR D ALLOCATIONS 

The allocation for Chapter 1 state agency N or D 
programs in 1987-88 was $32.6 million. 

The 1987-88 allocation for Chapter i state agency N or D 
programs for the 50 states, the District of Colximbia, and 
Puerto Rico was $32.6 million, an increase of 4 percent from the

The achievement information in the body of the text is 
presented in percentile ranks. Percentile ranks indicate the 
percentage of students nationwide that obtained scores lower than 
that particular achievement level. A percentile rank of 50, for 
example, indicates the achievement level which 50 percent of all 
students scores below. Percentile ranks must be interpreted 
cautiously because they are not based on an equal-interval scale. 
Tnis means that a child who increases achievement by 10 
percentile points, from 45 to 55 for example, has not learned the 
same amount as a child who increases from 85 to 95. Percentile 
ranks cannot, therefore, be used for averaging student
